CLAYTON e St. Louis County has been burning 
through cash reserves for three years and will need 
to either cut services or raise taxes to have a bal- 
anced budget a year from now, according to budget 
projections by County Executive Steve Stenger. 

The claims were part of Stenger’s $696 million 
spending plan for 2018, which is the subject of 
County Council hearings this week. They come on 
the heels of a tax increase that voters approved in 
April to support public safety. 

“While the public safety sales tax is budgeted to 
maintain a surplus in each of the next five years, 
existing county services will continue annual defi- 
cits that have occurred each year since 2014,” the 
proposal says. “Absent any changes to revenue 
structure or programs and services, this portion of 
reserves will be exhausted in 2019.”

Roy Blunt, R-Mo., said in a statement 
Monday. “Alabama voters should have a 
better choice, and Judge Moore should 
have better answers to these charges.” 

Blunt backed out of appearing at a 
fundraiser for Moore scheduled for Fri- 
day in Albertville, Ala., NBC news re- 
ported. 

The Washington Post reported last 
week that Moore pursued four women 
romantically when they were teenag - 
ers and he was in his early 30s. A fifth 
woman emerged Monday saying Moore 
also assaulted her in a locked car when 
she was 16. 

On Thursday, Moore called the alle-

Opposition killed early 
plans for Chesterfield

Big Sports Properties and the BASE 
Foundation say they’ve narrowed 
their search for a location to build a 
giant amateur sports complex to the 
former Mills mall property in Hazel- 
wood and a site in St. Peters. 

Backers of the project, which in- 
clude St. Louis Cardinals manager 
Mike Matheny and former newscaster 
Dan Buck, previously proposed build- 
ing the $55 million facility named 
POWERplex in Chesterfield but 
abandoned those plans this summer 
after running into opposition from 
city officials. 

“What a blessing that ordeal was to 
our project,” Buck said in a statement 
Monday. “We owe Chesterfield’s City 
Council a huge thank you. We not 
only have discovered better sites, but 
we're working with communities and 
county officials eager and excited to 
create a true public-private partner- 
ship.”

ANAHEIM, CALIF. e New guidelines 
lower the threshold for high blood 
pressure, adding 30 million Ameri- 
cans to those who have the condition, 
which now plagues nearly half of U.S. 
adults. 

High pressure, which for decades 
has been a top reading of at least 140 
or a bottom one of 90, drops to 130 
over 80 in advice announced Monday 
by a dozen medical groups. 

The change means an additional 14 
percent of U.S. adults have the prob- 
lem, but only an additional 2 percent 
will need medication right away; the 
rest should try healthier lifestyles, 
which get much stronger emphasis in 
the new advice. Poor diets, lack of ex- 
ercise and other bad habits cause 90 
percent of high blood pressure. 

“I have no doubt there will be con- 
troversy. I’m sure there will be people 
saying, ‘We have a hard enough time
